1. Shiveram Chakravarty, duthor, ‘umorist, and reported tommmist, is a me-ber 
of the Friends of the Seviet Uiion. Born in Calcutta in 1908, Chakravarty 
at the ape of 15 joined “eniid 1 non-ccoperation movemnt. He was in- 
prisoned cn more then cre occe sion for his activities with that movement. 
As an author, his werke have iicluded drama, humorous poetry, and political 
and historical essays. in os book, “soot vs. Pondicherry, he extolis 
Bolshevism and the coctrines oo Karl “hex in comparison with the teachings 
of Holini Kente Gupta end othe spiritual leaders of India. 


oa Gopal Halder, Communist anther, was born in 1901, in the village of Bidgaon 
(Vikrampore), the Dacor cirtrict of tast Pakistan. Educated in Noakhali 
and Galeutta, he has received "A. and B.L. deprees,but does not, however, 
practice law. ilalder wie imprisoned during the years 1932-37 for revelu- 
tionary activities. lle wae secently interned in Calcutta for subversive 
activities.under the Vest Denr;al Sacurity Act. This was shortly arter the 
outlawing of the Commm ist Party in Vest Bengal. A person who takes his 
Comamism seriously, Halder ir a leader of the Benzal Peasant “Moverent 
xhere he is ‘cacupied with the oractical aspects of Commmism, isa. recruit- 
meant and ecnversion to Uowrnerst ideals. A former editor of the Parichay, 
a pro~Commmist Benvali moni vy masazine, Halder has written a number of 
beoks, inciuding Ekida and Ai Juger Juddha, and hag contributed to Zhe 
Modern Review and the Brabant . 


3. Snahanpsu Acharyya, alec ic.om as Uedo, has championed the cause of pro- 
Commmist elements in is: lata labor union. Acharyya ia the younzest son 
of tha late “aharaja 3ogi Envo Acheryya of “ymensingh, Benzal. He is a. 
well-educated Benvali, 2 piew cent barrister at the Calcutta High Coutts, 
and Considered to be am in‘us cialist, having an interest in the Bata Co. 
as a shareholder. Ye algo touerrs himself with aany public institutions 
and charities and is soigides:<i a public leader in the comumity. 


4. Vivekananda Makerjee, vor ia 190k, is a Commnist journalist. He bean 
his journalisti¢ career at the ave of 21 as am apprentice on the Anaisia 
Bazar Patrila, the taresst Bereali daily newspaper, and worked his way up 
to the position of joint alit.r. Ih 1937 he left the latter paper ard 
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beaaam chief editor of the Jugeutar, another Bengali daily. Mukerjee is the 
type of writer who appeals £5 Fiigan rather thin to emotion, and has written 
a number of yood books. Mig Jepani Juddha Diary (Diary of the Japanese War) 
and Russo-Oarman ae (Rugsce Iarman Near) have been widely read and appre- 
clatad. is” poe Gical work, Satab—dir Sanpait (the Century Song), was 
banned by the Sovernnant under the West Sangal Security Act within six 
weeks of publication. Another of his poetical works, tayike (the Neroine), 
was algo banned shortly citer puolication and the publisher imprisoned. 


Narayan Sanzuly, born in isle, is a pro-Commmint professor of Benmii 
literature at City Colleve, Selcutta. He received an “A. degree from 
Calcutta University. & prelific writer, his first novel, Upanibesh (Colony), 
was published while he was stil] a college student. An meompromsaing - 


opponent of capitalies, us is tell shown in his numerous writings, his 


short stories. and articles appear in almost all Bengali journals of repute. 
Among those which have becom: widely kiom are the following books: Beetss, 
Timir Tirtha, Dush-sassasan, Sprya Sarathi, Janmantar, and Baitalik. 


“Satyendra Nath Nasumiar was born in 1593 at Tangail, a sub-division of 


Mymensingh, Gast Pakiaten. A joumalist, editor of Swaraj, he is a conminist 
and president of the Friends of the Soviet Union. early career included 
work aa an employee of the Cooch Bahar State, cloth merchant in Calcutte, 
the theatre as an acter, and a position with the Rindusthan Insurance Co. 
Ite started in joumalism as 4 sub-editor to the now defunct Benzali monthly, 
Serayan. From 1920 tq 1921 he was etployed in an editorial capacity on the 
gar Patrika, and after that became an editor on the omepter 
During recent times he bas beep editor of the Bengali weekly Arani and 
the daily Swaraj. Thase lntter two papers are presently banned under the 
West Bengal Security fc. The Swaraj was a particularly strong organ of 
the Communist - Mazumdar includes among his writings a biography of 
Stalin, and a transiat{fon of Nebra's autobiography. He has won reputstion 
a an aad of considernble ability by his Samaj-O-Sahitya (Society and 
terature). ’ 


Wenik Bannerjee, another Commmist author, is vice president of the Friends 
of the Soviet Union. Bom in 1908 at Vikrampore, Dacca district. of “ast 
Benzal, hea moved with his family as a young man and lived in various toms 
in the Bengal area. Sducated in Bankura, West Bengal, as well as in Cal- 
cutta, he had his firet story published, Atasi Mami, at the age of 20. 
Having a keer understandin.; of the life of suffering and endless toil of 
the unfortunate classes, his writings are greatly sought after by the 
majority of Bengali pwilishers. It is thought that his sympathy for these 
unfortunates has influenced hir to becom a Commmist. 
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
